The scene: If you haven’t been to the 
Bristol, Bucktown’s much buzzed- 
about four-month-old neighborhood 
spot, odds are you know someone 
who has. There’s something 
almost magnetic about 
the place, the way it pulls 
people in whether it’s 8 p.m. 
on Thursday for beers and 
smoky fritters or noon on 
Sunday for brunch. 

More than four 
months after it opened, 
the attraction is no lon- 
ger the opportunity to say, 

“The Bristol? Oh, sure, 
we’ve been there.” That sort of thing 
generally loses its cache after a couple 
of months, and it certainly wouldn’t 
explain the buzz about the two-week- 
old brunch. 

Not everyone comes for the ambi- 
ance either. While generally quite 
welcoming, the place has a couple of 
love-it-or-hate-it qualities — namely, 
communal tables and a combination 


of exposed brick walls and wood floors 
that magnifies the din of conversation. 

So where does that leave us? At this 
point, it’s safe to say that much of the 
crowd is here for the food. 

The cuisine: The 
Bristol has made its 
name with an affordable, 
seasonally focused menu, 
and you’ll find more of 
the same at brunch. Only 
one aspect of the estab- 
lished identity doesn’t 
make the a.m. cut: the 
chalkboard menu, which 
in the evening features 
chef Chris Pandel’s daily 
specials. Other key elements— notably 
pork, and lots of it— are everywhere. 

The best way to get your pig on is 
with an order of chilaquiles, where 
hunks of braised pork and tortilla 
chips meet an irresistible salsa roja 
($9, pictured). There’s more pork 
in the tasso gravy that tops buttery 
homemade biscuits topped with 
poached eggs ($9), and while you

could veer into beef with the Bristol 
Burger ($10), you’re just as well off 
with a sandwich of fried egg, pork 
belly and mornay sauce ($10). 

The menu doesn’t dwell on sweet 


dishes (why bother when you know 
you’ve got a good thing going with 
all that pork?) but the malted waffles 
with maple anglaise and candied 
cashews ($9) will do in a pinch. 

The only real let-down, pork- 
related or otherwise, was our bacon 
Manhattan ($9). Though it was made 
with bacon-infused Dewar’s, we 
didn’t detect any porcine goodness. 
Fortunately a crisp bacon garnish (yes, 
there was a strip of bacon in our drink) 
reminded us why we’ll be back.

“Working on a Dream” has some 
stunning moments, but it also has some 
uncharacteristic missteps, especially the 
eight-minute dirge “Outlaw Pete” that 
kicks things off But maybe that’s the 
trade-off for the looser, free-flowing vibe 
that Springsteen and producer Brendan 
O’Brien have built. 

After all, it’s easy to see why Springsteen 


was excited by the new material. The fiery 
blues of “Good Eye” is a notable surprise, 
while the first single, “My Lucky Day,” 
follows the radio-ready, instantly comfort- 
able path of “Magic,” right down to the 
Clarence Clemons sax solo. And “This 
Life”— with its gorgeous “Pet Sounds” feel 
and stirring, sweet harmonies from the 
E Street Band magnifying its count-your- 
blessings message— is one of his best songs 
this decade. 

The theme of “This Life” is an idea 
Springsteen revisits on “Queen of the 
Supermarket,” a simple, tender, mostly 
acoustic ballad that champions the working 
class and advises that even in the toughest 
times, love and happiness is possible. 

“Working on a Dream” sounds like it 
was probably a better possibility than the 
actual results suggest. But, as Springsteen 
suggests in “What Love Can Do,” some-

Question: How long does it take for eyebrows 
to grow? I had my brows waxed almost four 
months ago, and the beautician made them 
way too thin. Since then, very few new hairs 
have sprouted. I am losing hope of ever hav- 
ing full brows. 

Answer: Be patient— and hopeful— a little 
longer. It usually takes at least six months for 
eyebrows to fully grow back. In the mean- 
time, you can make your brows appear fuller 
with an eyebrow pencil, powder or thicken- 
inggel. 

Keep your eyebrow pencil well-sharpened, 
and use short, light strokes in the direction 
of hair growth. Touch up any remaining gaps 
with a few light strokes of eyebrow powder. 
Or try a thickener, such as Talika Eyebrow 
Extender, a translucent gel filled with flexible, 
hairlike fibers. 

It’s also worth noting that brows become 
more sparse as we grow older, and plucked 
hairs take longer to grow back— if they regen-

erate at all. Rather than plucking stray gray 
hairs, restore the color with one of the many 
eyebrow tinting products available in drug- 
stores. 


Q: Is it true that hair extensions cause your 
hair to fall out? 

A: Not exactly However, wearing extensions 
for prolonged periods may cause a form of 
hair loss called traction alopecia. Attaching 
the extensions puts pressure on the hair fol- 
licles (sacs from which hair grows) and dermal 


papilla (cells at the base of the follicles that 
produce hair). Continued pressure may lead 
to gradual hair loss. Tight ponytails also can 
cause trauma to the follicles. 

Limit the amount of time you wear exten- 
sions or tight hairstyles, and you shouldn’t 
suffer any hair loss.

‘YEAR OF REFORM* 

NEW GOV. QUINN MOVES ETHICS COMMISSION UNDER HIS WATCH 


SPRINGFIELD Gov. Quinn said Friday that he wants state 
lawmakers to push back the state’s primary election from 
February to September in an effort to shorten the cam- 
paign season. 

Standing outside his Capitol office, Quinn said the 
state’s lengthy campaign season breeds corruption because 
of the constant pressure for candidates to raise money 

“This should be a year of reform, a year of governance,” 
Quinn said. “We don’t need perpetual campaigns and per- 
petual campaign fund raising in Illinois.” 

Quinn, who could be a candidate for governor next 
year, historically has not raised much campaign cash. 

Lawmakers moved the primary from March to February 
in 2007 in an effort to boost President Obama’s efforts 
to get to the White House. Other states, including New 
York, shorten the time between the primary and general 
election with the idea of cutting down the length of cam- 
paign season. 

Quinn’s comments came after he announced that his first 
official action as governor was to move his recently created 
ethics commission under the watch of his new office. 

Quinn formed the Illinois Reform Commission fol- 
lowing the arrest of his predecessor Rod Blagojevich. It 
is headed by former federal prosecutor Patrick Collins, 
who helped convict former Gov George Ryan of political 
corruption.

‘As a little boy growing up in this town, this is awe- 
some,” said Steele, the most moderate candidate in 
the field and considered an outsider because he’s not a 
committee member. 

In a brief acceptance speech, the new GOP chair- 
man struck a tone of inclusiveness. 

“We’re going to say to friend and foe alike: We want 
you to be a part of us, we want you to with be with us, 
and for those who wish to obstruct, get ready to get 
knocked over,” Steele said.

Sugar and spice— or everything nice? It’s opposites that are propelling 
the lingerie market as the U.S. economy unravels and more Americans 
stay home. 

Whether it’s blase basics or come-hither costumes, nesting is giving 
rise to dueling trends in the lace-trimmed world of intimate apparel. 

Comfort is paralleling escapism. 

“It’s almost like the good girl and the bad girl,” said Rita Nakouzi,
